Allowable Subject Matter

Regarding claim 1, prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest, in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitations, each patch antenna element of the plurality of patch antenna 
elements has at least one feed point for receiving signals, the signals at the feed point being 
selectively routed to the power combiner based upon predetermined signal criteria.
